lhe Frosty Morn Buying 
station has brought to this 
1rea the amoung of $218,- 
448,62 since opening their 
station in the early winter. 
The firm began operations 
in late November. 

During a three mont! 
eriod, December, January 
ind through February the 
Station has bought 6,061 
hogs, an average of 105 
jhead on each of the five 
days each week they were 
buying. 

During the three months 
they paid out $215,767.12 
for hogs and $2,630,50 for 
cattle. Other expenses 


amounted to $2,630.50, not 


counting salaries. 

Good quality of meat 
type hogs being bought 
weighs 180 pounds ahead 
and up. Quality of hogs is 
improving, according to 
Carlton Larkins, manager. 
The better the hogs, the 
better the price the pro- 
ducer receives for them. 
The meat-type parlor hogs 
are bringing the best price. 
Most of the hogs bought 
have been within a 50-mile 
radius of Elba. 

Larkins buys five days, 
Monday through Friday 
each week from 7 A. M. 
until 12:00 noon, 

The response to the 
market has been much bet- 
ter than Larkins expected. 
Another thing he said he 
has especially noticed is 
that producers are becom- 
ing more conscious of the 
benefit in growing the 
better meat-type hogs. 

Of interest toproducers 
is the electronic secretary 
which has been installed 
at the Station, which takes 
calls 24 hours a day. When 
it is necessary for Larkins 
to be away from the office 
the magic phone will re- 
ceive calls and a pre-re- 
corded voice tells the 
caller that the manager 
is out, The electronic phone 
will ask that the caller 
leave his message and 
name for an early reply. 
A beep tone signal will tell 
the caller when to begin 
talking and he will have a 
full 30 seconds to dictate 
the message. Mr. Larkins 
says. . .\‘EVven when we’re 
‘out? - we’re ‘IN’ to youl’ 
When Larkins returns to 
the office the magic phone 
will deliver the callers 
message to him and he 
in turn will telephone the 
interested party if it isne- 
cessary or required.

Allotments 
Explained 


Under cotton legislation 
passed in 1959 farmers are 
required to actually plant 
or release to the county 
ASC Committee at least 
75 percent of their 1963 
cotton allotment if they want 
to protect their cotton his- 
tory for future years, 

Acreage in the Conser- 
vation Reserve Program of 
the soil bank at the regular 


rate will be considered as 
land planted to allotment 
crops for the purpose of 


meeting the 75 percent re 
quirement. 

Mr. Roy L. Ellis, chair- 
man of the Coffee County 
ASC Committee, in making 
this ‘announcement empha- 


sized that all cotton far- 
mers who do not plan to 
plant their full allotment 


in 1963 should understand 
the requirement of the law 
so that their allotment his- 
tory will be protected in the 
future. 

Mr. Ellis, further stated 
that March 15, 1963 is the 
last date for release of cot- 
ton allotments to the county 
ASC Committee. Farmers 
releasing cotton allotment 
acreage may not designate 
the farm to which the county 
ASC Committee reap portions 
the acreage. Present law, 
likewise, does not authorize 
a farmer to sell or lease a 
cotton allotment to another 
farmer.

Generator 
Electric power gener- 
ated at the Walter F, 


George Lock and Dam 
started flowing into South 
Alabama and Northwest 
Florida this week, through 
the system of Alabama Ele-~ 
ctric Cooperative, Inc. 
Installation of the first 
of four turbo-generators 
to be erected in the giant 
hydro-electric project was 


on the line’’ 
for the first time this week, 

Alabama Electric Coo- 
perative, a wholesale sup- 
plier of electricity for six 
municipalities and six 
rural electric cooperatives 
in South Alabama _ and 
Northwest Florida, is to 
receive up to one-half the 
total power generated at 
the George Dam, 

The power output of the 
first turbo-generator was 
assigned to Alabama Elec- 
tric, Work of installing the 
three additional generators 
is now well under way, 
and they will be placed in 
service during the next few 
months, 

The four generators will 
each have a rated capacity 
of 32,500 Kilowatts, making 
the total installed generat. 
ing capacity at the project 
130,000 Kilowatts, 

Basin Thompson, Ala- 
bama_ Electric General 
Manager, hailed the con- 
nection of the Coopera- 
tive’s system to the Wal- 
ter F, George project as 
a “‘truly significant deve- 
lopment for South Alabama 
and Northwest Florida.” 

“Not only will the peo-| 
ple receive benefits of low- 
cost electricity generated 
at this project to which they 
are, by law, entitled, but 
Walter F, George power 
will help spur industrial 
and farm growth of the 
South Alabama and North- 
west Florida area,’’ Tho- 
mpson declared, 

“In addition, this pro- 
ject will provide animpor- 
tant new and friendly 
source of electric power 
for rural electric coopera- 
tives and municipalities, 
and give them an addition- 
al security in wholesale 
power supply which they 
have not heretofore had,’’ 
he stated. 

When completed, the 
Walter F, George Lock and 
Dam which is located near 
Gt. Gaines, Ga., is expect- 
ed to cost approximately 
$79,000,000, The average 
annual power putput of the 
project is expected to be 
around 350,000,000 to 400,- 
000,000 KWH,
